HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOK  OENERAL

ON  A REPtTRT,  dated  LSth  .Inl5’,  1895,  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  stating  that  the  regu- 
lations promulgated  hy  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  15riti.sh  Columbia,  for  the  leasing  of  timber  lands 
outside  of  the  railway  belt,  prescribe  the  dues  to  be 
paid  for  the  timber  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per 
thousand  feet  on  all  logs  cut,  and  provide  for  a rebate 
of  twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  feet  on  all  manufac- 
tured lundjer  shipped  from  the  Province. 

The  Minister  further  stutes  that  re])resentations 
have  been  made  by  persons  who  have  acquired  timber 
berths  within  the  railway  belt  in  the  said  Province 
from  the  Government  of  Canada,  that  they  are  unable 
to  pay  the  royalty  ])rescribed  by  the  regulations  under 
which  they  hold  their  licenses,  namely,  five  per  cent, 
upon  the  sales,  which  amounts  to  about  fifty  cents  per 
thousand  feet,  and  compete  with  licensees  of  timber 
berths  situated  outside  of  the  belt.  They  ask  that 
they  be  placed  upon  as  good  a footing  as  the  Provincial 
Government  license,  s,  and  bo  permitted  to  pay  dues 
at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  thousand  feet  on  logs  cut 
on  their  berths,  and  to  be  entitled  to  a rebate  of  forty 
cents  per  thousand  feet  on  manufactured  lumber 
exported  fiom  the  Province. 

The  Minister  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  public  inter- 
est would  not  suffer  if  the  request  referred  to  in  the 
jireceding  paragraph  were  granted,  with  the  proviso 
that  no  rebate  shall  be  given  upon  lumber  shipped  to 
Manitoba  and  the  North-west  Territories,  and  he 
recommends  accordingly.

BY-LAW  NO.  233. 

A Tli/-Lnir  to  aniriiil  ,Yo.  J JS,  known  ns  a 

Itij-lniw  nltcrina  the  sntntirisions  of  the  City  into 
(F'aiv/s, 

\\T HEREAS  it  is  deemed  advisable  in  the  interests- 
VV  of  the  City  that  the  subdivisions  of.  the  City 
into  Wards  bo  altered; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  V.ancouver,  in  open  Council  assembled, 
as  follows : — 

1.  By-law  No.  118  is  hereby  amended  as  follows: — 
All  the  words  from  “Ward  No.  1 ” in  the  fourth  line 
thereof  to  the  word  “commencement”  in  the  15th  line 
thereof,  inclu-vive,  and  all  the  words  after  the  words 
“Ward  No.  5”  to  the  word  “commencement”  in  the 
last  line  thereof,  inclusive,  are  hereby  repealed  and  the 
following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

“Ward  No.  1 shall  be  comjirised  of  all  that  portion 
of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say; — Commencing  at  a point  in 
Burrard  Inlet  being  the  intersection  of  the  northern 
boundary  of  the  City  in  the  line  from  the  centre  of 
Howe  .Street  jiroduced;  thence  westerly  along  the 
northern  boundary  to  the  First  Narrows;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  shore  line,  at  low  water  mark,  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Military  Reserve  to  the  south-westerly  ex- 
tremity of  Lot  18;5,  Group  1,  New  Westminster  Dis- 
trict; thence  to  a point  at  low  water  in, irk  on  English 
Bay  where  the  west  boundary  of  Campbell  Street 
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meets  the  siiiil  low  water  mark ; thence  south  along 
the  west  siiie  of  Campbell  Street  to  the  south  l)oiiu(l- 
ary  of  the  City ; thence  cast  along  the  south  boiinilary 
to  the  centre  of  Hemlock  Street ; thence  north  along 
the  Centro  of  Hemlock  Street,  and  Hemlock  Street 
produced,  to  a point  where  it  meets  the  centre  of 
Howe  Street  produced  soutlierly;  tlienco  north  along 
the  centre  of  Howe  Street  to  the  point  of  commence- 
ment. 

Ward  No.  5 shall  be  comprised  of  all  that  |)ortion 
of  the  City  lying  and  being  within  the  following 
boundaries,  that  is  to  say Commencing  at  a point 
being  the  centre  of  Glen  Street  at  its  intersection  with 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  City ; thence  northerly 
along  the  centre  of  Glen  .Street  produced,  to  the  cen- 
tre of  False  Creek ; thence  westerlj'  along  a line  run- 
ning along  the  centre  of  False  Creek  tO  the  easterly 
boundary  of  Ward  1 (as  above  described);  thence  south 
along  the  centre  of  Hemlock  Street  to  the  south  bound- 
ary of  the  City;  thence  easterly  along  the  said  south- 
ern boundary  to  the  point  of  commencement.

SURREY  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW 

To provule  a municipal  revenue  and  for  interest  and 
sinking  fund  on  dylting  debentures. 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  pro- 
vide a revenue  for  the  Municipality  of  the 
District  of  Surrey  for  the  current  year  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  said  District  Municipality  as  follows  : — 

1.  All  taxes  shall  be  delinquent  on  the  first  day  of 
October. 

2.  That  the  periodical  sum  to  be  paid  by  any  person 
for  a trade  license,  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  section 
204  of  the  Municipal  Act,  shall  be  the  maximum 
amount,  respectively,  mentioned  or  provided  for  in 
the  various  sub-sections  of  the  said  section  204. 

3.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
an  annual  tax  of  two  and  one-half  (2^)  per  cent,  upon 
the  assessed  value  of  all  wild  lauds  within  the  Muni- 
cipality, which  shall  be  payable  on  the  16th  day  of 


August  in  order  to  entitle  tlio  person  UHsessed  to  an 
abatement  of  one-sixth  (ii)  of  the  amount  thoicof. 

4.  'I’hat  there  shall  lie  levied  anil  collected  upon  all 
the  real  |)roperty  in  the  Munici])ality,  other  than  wild 
land,  an  annual  njte  of  six  ((i)  mills  on  the  dollar  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof,  and  the  said  taxes  shall  bo 
payable  on  the  IHth  day  of  August  in  order  to  entitle 
the  person  assessed  to  an  abatement  of  one-sixth  of 
the  amount  thereof. 

5.  Improvements  on  land  for  the  current  year  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation. 

0.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes,  a rate  of  seven-eighths  of 
a mill  on  the  dollar  to  provide  interest,  and  three- 
quarters  of  a mill  on  the  dollar  to  provide  sinking 
fund,  on  the  Surrey  dyking  del)entures  to  the  extent 
of  thirteen  thousand  (13,000)  dollars. 

7.  There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected,  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  on  property  mentioned  in 
the  schedule  to  Surrey  Dyking  Act,  a rate  of  mills 
on  the  dollar  to  provide  interest,  and  5|  mills  on  the 
dollar  to  provide  sinking  fund  on  the  Surrey  dyking 
debentures  to  the  extent  of  twelve  thousand  (12,000) 
dollars. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Revenue  By-law, 
1S95.” 

Passed  in  open  Council  this  20th  day  of  July,  1895. 

Reconsidered  and  finally  passed,  and  the  seal  of  the 
Corporation  ordered  to  he  affixed,  this  3rd  day  of 
August,  1895.
